Youngsters with speech de- 
fects are also taught to speak 



properly by the speech ther- 
apist oil the staff of the Cen- 
ter. 

Some of the patients pay 
a full fee. others pay what 
thoy can afford, but nobody 
is denied treatment pre- 
scribed by a physician. 

Approximately J10/7 of the 
money raised (luting the Eas- 
ter Heal Campaign remains in 
Lake County for tho opera- 
tion of the Treatment Center 
and tho Lake County Easter 
Seal Society. 

The Illinois Society for 
Crippled Children and Adults 
which maintains a program 
of equipment development, 
also receives a small fraction 
of the money raised in Lake 
County. 

Hundreds of Lake County 
children and adults are al- 
ready receiving treatment at 
the Center and scores have 
returned to work or to school

the really big decision Is nar- 
rowing the choice from the 
large, field of possible candi- 
dates down to the two party 
nominees. Here Illinois citi- 
'/ens have less than a full 
vote I 

There is inow a proposal be- 
fore the legislature, Senate 
Rill 17;. which would -give the 
average citizen more Influ- 
ence in the. selection of the 
party nominee. , 

Under the present law, 
when you come to a primary 
before a presidential election, 
you vote for delegates to the 
national Democratic or Re- 
publican conventions. The 
average citizen has absolute- 
ly ho idea which candidate 
for the presidency the would- 
be delegate supports. Most 
Illinois citizens simply vote 
for an unknown name for 
delegate, hoping that some- 
how tito results will be all 
right.

But no state which elects 
delegates gives the voters less 
voice than does Illinois now. 

Even if the candidates sup- 
ported in the Illinois April 
primary arc no longer in the 
race by the time a party con- 
vention meets, the fact that 
presidential candidates are 
listed with the delegates* 
names gives the votors a voice 
at least in political philoso- 
phy. 

For example, if both Gold- 
water-and-Rockefellor-wouldu 
drop out of the race for the 
GOP nod, voters casting their 
ballots for a Goldwatcr sup- 
porter would know they arc 
voting for a man who is like- 
ly to support a conservative 
candidate, and those voting 
for a Rockefeller man would 
know they are voting for a 
more. liberal outlook. 

It would certainly do no 
harm to give Die people of 
both parties greater oppor- 
tunity to express themselves 
as to who the party nominees 
will he.

1 con ducted 
speed checks alone and with 
three passengers aboard. * 

With the heavier passenger 
load the boat clocked 32.5 
mph. Gnu passenger was in 
the front scat. The other 
two passengers Were seated 
facing the stern on scats 
lunged to the back of the 
front scat. When the two 
passengers moved to the ex- 
treme rear of the cockpit the 
boat's speed increased to 34 
mph. 

When tlie third passenger 
moved aft the boat clocked 
nearly 34 mph. With me 
alone, the speed fell off to 
under 32 mph. 

It may seem odd, that witli 
approximately 450 pounds 
less weight aboard, the boat 
would be slowor. The an- 
swer lies in weight distribu- 
tion. The added poundage 
at the stern caused the bow 
to lift. The forefoot of the 
boat was brought clear of the 
water reducing water drag. 

Many boatmen prefer to 
operate in a modest speed 
range. Yet. dear to all of us 
is economy of operation. If 
a change of boat balance at 
any .throttle . qpcuiiig . results 
in added speed, this means 
more miles over tltc water 
are covered at that throttle 
setting or a lesser throttle 
opening will produce the de- 
sired speed. 

Anyway you view it, the 
weight shift resulted in a 7% 
gain. Who wouldn't like to 
chop fuel consumption or ex- 
tend cruising range? So 
whether you are a speed buff 
or a more conservative helms- 
man, improved boat balance 
is desirable. 

Try it witli your boat. You 
need not shift passengers 
around like chessmen. 

Not all boats are improved 
by shift of weights. Some 
will handle better and run 
faster with weight farther 
forward. 

A good rule of thumb is to 
shift weight aft until, at, cruis- 
ing speed, the bow starts to 
rise and Tall gently in a por- 
poising action. Then, reverse 
the weigh shifting process 
just enough to eliminate this 
seesawing.

improper farming practices 
with resultant soil erosion 
and. the discharge of waste 
from industries and cities 
showed clearly what had 
killed the river. 

The other side showed the 
land well forested, good 
farming practices with\ con- 
tour plowing employed, so 
soil erosion, game animals in 
the woods and fields, clear 
water in the stream which 
was well populated with de- 
sirable game fishes and their 
important a n d necessary 
weed beds. This exhibit will 
go to the District meet at 
Lake Forest College to be 
held in about a month to 
compete with the winners 
from other schools. . 

Second place was gar- 
nered by Georgia Goelz with 
90 points while third place 
was tied by the entries of 
Daniel Abear and Louis Scha- 
for and Anita Hawkins and 
Linda Pierce.
